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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


We do not, fellow citizens,-set a proper estimate upon the worth and 
importance of our public schools. They are substantially the foundation 
stones of all our other boasted institutions. They are the exponents of 
our civilization, and the guardians of our liberties. They are our main 
dependence for the education of the masses of our children. We think 
we speak within bounds, when we say that four fifths of them never at- 
tend any other schools. It becomes us, then, to prize and cherish these 
institutions, and make them as good as we can, would we have our chil- 
dren good scholars, and ere long, useful men and women. We are now 
shaping their destinies. 

The office of prudential committee is a very important and responsible 
office, especially when the business of selecting teachers devolves upon 
this committee. For this office there should be a man of intelligence, 
and one who has the good of his school at heart,— if such a man can be 
found. One great reason why some of our schools have been much bet- . 
ter than others is,—the prudential committees in those districtsa 
men who know what it is that constitutes a good teacher, anda 
school; and they have been determined to discharge the duties of their 
office promptly, manfully and faithfully. Districts often make great mis- 
takes in the choice of their committees. Teachers often seem to mistake 
their business as teachers. The teacher’s first business is to goyern, and 
his second, to teach, and see that his pupils, study and learn. The teacher, 
let him work like a Hercules, cannot do for his pupils, what they must 
do for themselves. He is the overseer,— they are the workers. He is to 
plan, lay out, superintend the work, and they are to doit. He is not to 
do the work —the learning — but see that it is done. He is the best 
teacher, and best fulfils his mission, who contrives to make his scholars 
work the hardest and best. 

With reference to the intellectual training of the scholars during the 
year, we have noticed in some of the schools a decided improvement. 
There has been less-of a stuffing, and more of a thinking process prac- 
ticed, the aim of the »teachers having been to induce the scholars to de- 
pend more upon thenrselv es for the accomplishment of their tasks. We 
rejoice in having more self reliant scholars, less of the hop-vine nature,— 
unable to stand without foreign support. Teachers cannot be too thorough- 
ly permeated with the fact, that it is the little things in the school room

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seemingly of small account to most, that are giving bent to the whole 
after life. It may seem a light thing to the teacher for the scholar to 
give a reason for the first intellectual process in Arithmetic, for instance; 
but it is not a light thing; it isas profound thinking for the child, as 
the calculus of variations for the accomplished mathematician. And the 
habit thus early formed of assigning reasons for what is recited, may, 


_and doubtless will, in a majority of instances, shape the whole intellect- 


ual future. A venerable old gentleman paid this high compliment to the 
character of a certain teacher’s instructions: ‘your scholars are sturdy 
little thinkers.” We say to our teachers, teach your scholars to think. 
When they do that, we shall no longer find the dull, expressionless eye 
which too often pains the visitor when listening to many a recitation, 
conducted in a parrot-like way, not an idea being conveyed to the mind ; 
teacher and scholar alike rejoiced when the task is gone through with. 

We trust that hereafter, not so many of our pupils as heretofore, will 
glide through their school boy days, as the river along the desert, and at 
last like it, ending in vacuity. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Term, of 9 weeks, taught by Miss Mary L. Parker, who 
showed that she is well deserving the reputation she has so long had as a 


“good instructress. Whole number of students, 43; average attendance, 


wages per month, including board, $18.

“Winter school taught by Mr. Silas P. Thompson, who is every way 


; calculated to do honor to the place he so well fills ;— being a good dis- 


ciplinarian, and instructor. There was a very marked progress in this 
echool. Ranking as one of our best. Length of school, 12 weeks; 
whole nufhber of pupils, — average attendance, — wages, — 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


There was but 7 weeks of schooling through the whole year in this 
district, which was taught by Miss Ettie S. Burbank. And of course 
there could not have been much accomplished, let the teacher’s abilities 
be ever so good —and I am informed there was not much. Whole num- 
ber of pupils, 13; average attendance, 10; wages of teacher including 
board, $16 per month. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer and Winter terms taught by Miss Hattie A. Tenney. These 
I think are Miss Tenney’s first schools. She bids fair to rank well as a 
teacher, having good executive abilities, and the power of imparting in- 
struction. Length of fall term, 7 weeks; whole number of pupils, 17 ; 
wages of teacher, $16 per month including board. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 
Summer Term, of 6 weeks taught by Miss Mary B. Rolfe, who suc- 


ceeded admirably. Whole number of pupils, 145 average attendance, 
13; wages including board $12 per month. 


Winter Term, taught by Miss Hattie A. Colby. Miss Colby is evidently 
a teacher of some ability, but her effort here was a proof of that senti- 
ment of our Saviour “a prophet is not without honor save in his own 
country.” Length of school, 6 weeks; number of pupils, 30; average 
attendance, 27; wages including board, $16 per month, 


DISTRICT NO. 6 


Summer Term, of 44 weeks taught by Miss Morgia N. Fowler. Miss 
Fowler really ought not to have undertaken this school, her health was 
so very poor. Asit was she was not able to finish her school, and we 
are|unable to report progress. Whole number of students, 19; average 
attendance, 12; wages including board, $12 per month. 

Winter Term, of 8 weeks taught by Miss Hattie A. Colby. This was 
really a good school; here we found some of the best specimens of pen- 
manship and also the greatest improvement in compositions, that we 
found in town. Whole number of students, 22; average attendance, 17 ; 
wages, $14 per month including board.

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Burnham, to good acceptance to all in 
the district. 

Winter Term, of 9 weeks, taught by Miss Addie H. Sargent. We 
must confess that we were disappointed in the result of this school. 
Miss 8. was evidently too familiar with part of her school, bordering on 
to partiality, which produced dissatisfaction and secession on the part of 
the rest. The progress however that was made by the ‘‘ remainder left” 
was good. Whole number of pupils, 24; average atteudance, 15; wa- 
ges, including board $10 per month. 


DISTRICT NO. 7 


Summer School, of 12 weeks, taught by Miss Sara G. Sumner. This 
was Miss 8. first school, and it certainly was a model school; it was a 
marvel to us how that old dilapidated school room could be made to 
look so tidy and home-like. Everything moved like clock work. Whole 
number of pupils, 15; average attendance, 15; wages per month inclu- 
ding board, $11.32.

DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Fall School, of 83 weeks, taught by Miss Sara G. Sumner, which 
was a good school, everything moving along pleasantly and profitably. 


Whole number of pupils, 14; average attendance, 13; wages including 
board, $14. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


There was but 6 weeks of schooling in this district, for the entire year, 
which was taught by Miss Addie L. Currier. There was progress in this 
school. The marvel is that the children dont forget the way to the school 
house, having solonganinterim. Whole number, 8; average attendance, 
8; wages including board, $14.60. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Summer Term, of 5 weeks, taught by Miss Amelia §. Pearson. This 
was Miss P.’s first school. There was a little difficulty — and we think 
owing to those parents, who were disaffected, failing to co-operate with the 
teacher. Whole number of pupils, 6; average attendance, 2; wages in- 
cluding board, $9.80. 

Winter Term, of 6 weeks, taught by Miss Addie L. Currier. We be- 
lieve that ‘* the union was preserved during this term ” here. And there 
was very fair progress, Whole number of pupils, 6; average attendance, 
5; wages including board, $13.
